Hours Discussed 

Hours for the sale of gasoline have 
created a problem in many centres 
across Canada and efforts are ‘being 
made to work out a solution. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation are keeping a close watch 
on the situation with a view to mak- 
ing required representations when 
such appear necessary. 

The lack of uniformity as revealed 
in some cities may have a detrimen- 
tal effect on tourist trade, it is fear- 
ed.,: 
In Manitoba, a committee has been 
appointed to study the whole prob- 
lem and bring in recommendations 
for legislation to be considered at 
the next session of the legislative as- 
sembly, 3 

Nova Scotia has a comprehensive 
provincial law dealing with hours of 
sale at gasoline stations, while other 
provinces are studying the question. 

In Alberta the authority to regu- 
late station hours rests with mun- 
icipalities. Some cities have a rota- 
tion system for the supplying of gas- 
cline on Sundays, holidays and after 
regular closing hours in tte evening. 

Efforts are being made to reach 
a satisfactory solution but it is real- 
ized that the problem has many 
angles.

To Save Sugar 


Watch whete the sugar goes in 
your home... how much is used in 
cooking? on cereals? in tea? in 
coffee?_.cut down where it is 
needed least. 

Don’t experiment with your sugar 
*ration._use tested recipes. 

‘Use more hot breads than cakes 
, ire. very: 


Cultivate a taste for less sweet 
foods. if necessary, use more star- 
chy foods which are also energy 
producers, 

Serve hot desserts. 
sweeter thari cold ones. 

Try reducing the sugar by one 
quarter when making your pre-war 
desserts... they will taste just as 
good, ; 

Make cakes wihout frosting, 

Cook dried fruits in water in which 
they have been soaked little or 
no sugar will be needed for sweet- 
ening . 

Add sugar to stewed fruit after 
cooking and while it is still warm 
you will find less will he needed. 

Add raisins to. cooked cereals for 
a change this saves sugar in 
sweetening, If adding % cup raisins 
to cereals, hot breads. or desserts, 
the sugar in the recipe may be cut 
in half. 

If sugar is used in hot beverages, 
it should be stirred until completely 
dissolved, 

To substitute honey for sugar in 
making cakes, use 1 cup honey for 
each cup sugar called for in recipe 
and reduce the liquid in recipe by 
one-quarter. 

HOW TO MEASURE 

Measure all ingredients accurately 
using level measurements, Use stan- 
dard measuring cups and spoons. 

Sift flour once before measuring, 
then spoon lightly into measuring 
cup. 

Pack brown 
meaaguring cup. 

To measure fat_eg. % cup: 
Fill measuring cup full with cold 
water, add fat until water rises to 1 
cup level, making sure all of the fat 
is covered with water. 

Grease spoons or cups lightly. be- 
fore measuring molasses, honey or 
syrups.

Pasteurization Camp. - 
Given Wide Impetus 


TORONTO—Members of the Gen- 
eral Council of the Health League of 
Canada at a recent meeting here 
gave impetus to the League's milk 
pasteurization campaign by passing 
a resolution calling on governments 
of all provinces to enact compulsory 
pastourization laws.* Ontario is the 
only province at present with such 
legislation, 

The League : Council consists of 
representatives of 51 national org&n- 
izations——medical, professional, com- 
mercial and volunteer, 

After hearing Dr. F. F| Tisdall of 
the University of Toronto state that 
milk ig the world’s finest food but at 
the same time it coud be a destruc- 
tive agent if it was used in its raw 
or unpasteurized form, the meeting 
also asked through’ resolution that 
all national organizations pass simi- 
lar resolutions and forward them to 
their provincial premiers through 
their provincial and local units, 

Both Dr. Tisdall and Dr. A, E. 
Berry, director of sanitary engineer- 
ing, Ontario Department of Health, 
emphasized that the only way to 
prevent milk-borne diseases, such as 
bovine tuberculosis, undulant fever, 
typhoid and paratyphoid, among oth- 
ers, was to pasteurize. 

Dr. Tisdall said research at the 
Toronto jospital for sick children 
proved that pasteurization does not, 
damage milk’s nutritive value, For 
instance, it was found that the pro- 
cess made milk’s protein content 
more digestible, the minerals were 
not harmed, vitamin A remained un- 
changed, while any change. in thia- 
min content was not noticeable. As 
for vitamin C, it doesn’t matter what 
pasteurization did to it because milk 
particularly if it was left standing 
for some time, did not contain an 
amount to be of value. ; 

Dr. Berry said tha gince Ontario 
introduced compulsory pasteurization 
in 1938 the province’s typhoid case 
and death rates now are one-quarter 
what they were before the law went 
into effect. Infant mortality also had 
taken a drop. 

The meeting went on record as 
congratulating Vancouver, B.C. 
Humboldt, Sask., and Campbellton, 
N.B., on the recent passing of com- 
pulsory pasteurization by-laws in 
those municipalities.

Again I find it necessary to remind 
you of the urgent need for cutting 
and burning the thistles before they 
blow, A. 

As I drive through the M.D; of % 
Wainwright I notice field after field 
of grain infested with Canada and 
sow Thistle and 80% in bloom and it 
will only be a short time until these » 
weeds will begin to blow and infest 
the fields for another year, and not 
only your own but the neighbors 
too, I might add that the - expense 
and hard long hours spent summer- 
fallowing will be a total loss so far 
as weed control is concerned.

After 
the weeds have been destroyed by 
cutting and burning, if the infesta- 
tion is small, 100 aq. ft. or so, 1 
would suggest you drop in at tht 
office and purchase a few Ibs, of 
Sodium Chlorate (weed chemieal) 
which ig being mage available to 
farmers and town or village rate- 
payers at the small sum of 10c pér 
lb. Apply the chemical to the infest- 


aq. ft. i 

Cutting and burning weeds in the 
blossom stage is only a temporary 
means of control and not complete 
eradication, Sodium Chlorate is an 
inexpensive means of eradication for 
small patches but not recommended y 
for large infestations, 

Fall cultivation is very effective 
for the eradication of weeds, so 
don’t neglect to cultivate the thistle 
patches this fall, and it is more ad- 
visable to commence the cultivation 
as soon as you cut and burn them 
within. the next two weeks. before 4 
they blow

Municipal District of Wainwright both urban and rura 
to make a reality of this project. It will take the co-oyer- 
ation of all persons to attain our goal of a 50 bed hospital 

Under the proposed set up of this hospital it is expect- 
ed that there will be established at Edgerton, Chauvin 
an Irma, Nursing Homes that.will help greatly to relieve 
the pressure at the hospital.

‘grown its necessary size. Many will remember 18 years 

ack how there was opposition to this worthy project at 
the time. We dare say that many of that opposition then 
have at one time or other been a patient in the very 
structure they opposed. 

We feel sure that*the citizens of the district will see 
the need for this very necessary institution and will lend 
their whole hearted support in any way, shape or form 
should they be called upon to do so.

The advantages 
self-feeder are that it saves ‘labour 
and ensures saisfactory gains being 
made with the least waste of feed 
with both growing pigs and old sows 
which are being fattened, It is not 
so well adapted for feeding brood 
sows or any kind of breeding stock 
that should be kept on less than a 
full ration. 

A self-feeder to be entirely satis- 
factory must be so arranged that 
the contents will 
troughs without any stoppage caused 
by the blocking of the meal in the 
hopper. The type of self-feeder. used 
with success at the Lacombe Experi- 
‘mental station is provided ‘with a 
moveable board secured with thumb 
sgrews, the board enabling the flow 
of feed to be regulated acur&tely, It 
1 Hemimsas! to fegulate this board 
atrording ‘to the kind of the’ feed 
used and to make frequent inspec- 
tions to ‘see if the feed supply is suf- 
ficient and the feeder properly ad- 
justed. A lip on the edge of the 
trough has been found an advantage 
in preventing waste. 

Experimental results at Lacombe 
indicate that the self-feeder when 
properly constructed, and when used 
in connection with a properly bal- 
anced grain ration, will not only 
save labour but will give greater 
gains and produce the grains with a 
grain requirement which is not out of 
line with that required by hand-feed- 
‘ing. Based on a seven-year average 
of results cQmparing  self-feeding 
with hand-feeding, it has taken 8 
percent more grain to produce 100 
pounds increase in live weight when 
the self-feeder wag used than when 
hand-feeding was practiced, On the 
other ‘hand, self-fed pigs made 19

SAWFLY TRAP 

The use of trap strips. of early 
seeded grain around wheat fields is 
helpful in controlling the wheat 
stem sawfly. However, the value of 
these traps is largely lost, states J. 
L, Eaglesham, Supervisor of Pest 
Control, unless proper and timely 
diposition ig made of the trap. 

Sawfly egg-laying should be pretty 
well over by the middle of July. The 
trap should be checked and if saw- 
dust is found in the stems, it proves 
that.the eggs have been laid and 
hatched, and that the resulting grubs 
are active. The grain in the trap 
strips should be mown for hay or 


cultivated down when the egg-laying. 


season is over. This cutting or cul- 
tivation is just as important as seed- 
ing the. strips. If grubs gre allowed 
to mature in the trap by leaving the 
grain stand until fall, a heavy | in- 
festation is built up for next year. 
By cutting down the grain in the 
trap strips all sawfly grubs in the 
stems are destroyed, Definite dates 
for cutting the traps cannot . be 
given but each person can watch his 
own. strip and cut them when he is 
satisfied that there are no more eggs 
being laid, Timely disposal of the 
trap is a very important part of the 
control programme and this is the 
time of the year when special atten- 
tion should be given to this matter,
